UNDULY TIMID. 

A  ocorrespondent signing himself 
" Democrat,” and halfling from Connecti- 
cut, where the breed of Democrats is usu- 
ally sturdy, writes us that -he thinks 
“perhaps it may be better that we [the 
Démocratic Party] should not succeed 
next year.”

If the 
Atnerican people should intrust the Gov- 
ernment to the Democratic Party next 
year—and some very stanch Republicans 
are expecting it~and hard times should 
come, ‘the -party would in all likelihood 
be judged four years later by the way it 
behaved itséif during those hard times. 
If jt were aa wild and foolish as it was 
from 1808 te-1896 inclusive it would be 
kicked out, as it would deserve, and as it 
aid deserve in thé latter year.

A LABOR CLEARING ‘HOUSE. 

tn these Gays when we are compelled 
to hear so much about the organization 
of Workmen and the coumter-organiza- 
tion’ Of employera to ‘restat what each 
side thinks are the aggressions and ex- 
actions of the’ Gttier, it is pleasant td 
learn of the’ planning of a “ clearing 
house for agricultural labor,” thé solé 
object of which is to bring work and 
workers together where they are respect+ 
ively needed. 

This plan is being seriously studied out 
for the great grain States of the West 
and Northwest. In this region it has 
been fpund during the last few years 
that there might be a great lack of farm 
workmen in one portion and an extess 
in another, while there has been, On the 
whole, a good deal of.trouble in getting 
encigh workmen at the proper seaso® 
throughout the region. By an assdtia- 
tion which will have agents in every bart 
of the region as well as in the Hast, it 
is expected that. detailed -information 
can be obtained. of the supply and .de- 
mand at every important point and’ ar- 
rangements be made for the best dis- 
tribution of such iabor as can be se- 
cured. As the season Varies considétra- 
bly for the same crops in different parts 
of the region and for different crops in 
the same parts, a system of this sort. is 
calculated to make farm labor a steadier 

tion and to adyance agriculture 
still further toward the level of a highly 
organized and efficiently administered 
industry. It hag made immense stride 
in that direction within the last genéra- 
tion, but much remains to be done.
